n Hereas by the Statute nude in the Eight and twentieth year of the Reign of King 
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N Henry the Eighth, foꝛ Pꝛiſin g of Mines, It is pzovided, That the Loꝛd Chan⸗ 
N cellour, Loꝛd Lreaſure:,Lozd Pꝛeſident of the Kings moſt Honourable Council,

| CVE Thee of them, (hall have Power and Authozity by their Diſcretion to let the 
YES P:ices ok all kinds of Wines, as in the ſaid Statute is erpzeſſed; By vertue where⸗ 
elt, the Loꝛd Chancellour,the Lozd Trealurer, and the Loꝛd Chief Juſtice of his 
„eee 8 Court of Common Pleas, the Seventh day of this inſtant Moneth of 
January, did Oꝛder, angry Wines Allecants, and Muſcadels, be ſold in Gꝛols, at Thirty ſir pounds 
the Pipe 02 Butt, and lve pence the Pint by Retail; Sacks and Malagaes in Gꝛols, at Thirty pounds 
the Butt, and Ten pence the Pint by Retail ; That French Wines be ſoldat Thirty ſir pounds the Tun, 
and Twelve pence the Quart by Retail; And that Nheniſh Wines be ſold at Nine pounds the Aulm, 
and Eighteen pence the Quart by Retail; And accoꝛding to thoſe Rates (and no higher) in pꝛopoꝛti⸗ 
on koꝛ greater 02 leſſer quantities, either in Goſs, oꝛ by Retail; and that none pzeſume to ſell at higher 
Pꝛites during the year nert enſuing, to be accounted from the firſt day of Feb. in the year of our Lozd 
God 1675, Now that all cauſe of ercuſe from ſuch as Inhabit in remote parts of this Realm, and that 
ſuch as (hall be found Delinquents therein, may acknowledge their own wilfulneſs to beſthe cauſe of the 
danger Penalty they fall into after Advertiſement, His Majeſties Will and Pleaſure is, and by the Ad⸗ 
vice of the laid Lo2ds, and the reſt of the Pꝛivy Council, acco2ding to one other Statute in that behalf 
made in the Fourth year of the Reign of His moſt Novle P2ogenitoz, King Ed. . by this His Royal | 
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P3oclamation-doth Publiſh and Declare, That foꝛ One year next following, to be accounted as afoze- 
laid, Canary Wines, Allecants, ſt Muſcadels, be not ſold in Gꝛols, above Thirty ſir pounds the Pipeoꝛ Butt, 
and Twelve pence the Pint by Retail ; And that Sacks and Malagaes be not ſold in Gꝛols, at above Thir- 
ty pounds the Butt, and Ten pence the Pint by Retail ; And that French Wines be not ſold in groſs, 
at above Thirty ſir pounds the Tun, t Twelve pence the Quart by Retail; And that Rheniſh Wines be 
not ſold in Gꝛols, at above Nine pounds the Aulm, and Eighteen pence the Quart by Retail ; And ac- 
toꝛding to thoſe Rates (and no higher) in pꝛopoꝛtion foꝛ greater oꝛ leſſer quantities, either in Gꝛols oꝛ 
by Retail ; Which Rates and Pzices His Pajeſties Pleaſure is, hall be duely obſerved in all His Pozts 
and other Places within this Realm where Wines are Landed, oꝛ within Ten Miles of thoſe Pozts 
and Places. And it is His Pajeſties Pleaſure, That in thoſe Places where Wines by Land carriage 
ſhall be Conveyed moze then Ten Miles from the next Poꝛt, the leveral ſozts of Mines afo2cſaid, (hall 
and may be ſold accoꝛding to the Rates afozeſaid, with an allowance not crceeding Four pounds the 
Tun, and One peny the Quart, foz the Carriage thereof every Thirty Miles, and accozding to that 
pꝛopoꝛtion, c not at greater Rates: Strictly Charging and Commanding ſuch of His Majeſties Sub⸗ 
jects,and others whom it may concern, That none of them(during the time afozeſaid)pzeſume to ſell any 
of the laid Mines in Gꝛols 02 by Retail, at higher Rates then by this His Pajeſties Pzoclamation are 
appointed, under the Fozfeitures and Penalties mentioned in the laid Statutes, and other the Laws 
and Statutes of this Realm Oꝛdained in that behalf, and ſuch further Pains and Penalties, as by 
the Laws and Statutes of this Realm, can oꝛ may be Jnflicted upon Milkul Contemners of His Pa- 
jeſties Royal Command and Pzoclamation; Requiring and Commanding all Mayozs> Sheriffs, Juſti⸗ 
ces of the Peace, Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, and other Officers of His Majeſties Poꝛts, and all others 
whom it ſhall concern, diligently to obſerve> take notice of, and attend the Execution of this His Royal 
Pleaſure, and to give Inkoꝛmation to the Lo2ds and others of the Pꝛiby Council, of the Delinquents, 
that they may be againſt, and receive Puniſhment accozding to their Demerits.
